THE KOODALMANICKAM DEVASWOM (AMENDMENT) ACT , 1976 


An Act to amend the Koodalmanickam Devaswom Act, 1971. 

Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Koodal 
manickam Devaswom Act, 1971 , for the purposes hereinafter 
appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty -seventh Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called 
the Koodalmanickam Devaswom (Amendment) Act, 1976 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Government 
may, by notification in the Gazette, appoint. 

2. Substitution of new section for section 4.- In the Koodal 
manickam Devaswom Act, 1971 (7 of 1971) (hereinafter referred to 
as the principal Act), for section 4 , the following section shall be 
substituted , namely : 

" 4. Composition of Committee.- (1) The Committee shall consist 
of the following members, namely :-- 

(a ) the District Collector, Trichur or, if he is not a person 
professing the Hindu religion , an officer professing the Hindu religion 
and not below the rank of Deputy Collector nominated by the 
District Collector, Trichur, in this behalf , ex -officio , who shall be 
the Chairman ; 

(b ) the Administrator , ex- officio ; 
(c) the Kaimal; 

(d ) four persons professing the Hindu religion nominated by 
the Goveryment; 

(e) a representative of the employees of the Devaswom , 
nominated by the Government. 

(2) A person shall be disqualified for being nominated as a 
member under clause ( a ) of sub- section (1 ), if he is subject to any of 
the disqualifications mentioned in clauses (a ), (b ) and (c ) of sub 
section ( 3 ) of section 5." . 
3. Amendment of section 5. - In section 5 of the principal Act, 

(a ) in sub -section ( 1), for the word , brackets and letter 
" clause (f)" , the words, brackets and letters " clause (d ) or clause (e )" 
shall be substituted ; 
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( b ) for sub - section (2 ) , the following sub -section shall be 
substituted , namely : 

" ( 2 ) A member nominated under clause (d ) or clause ( e ) of 
sub -section ( 1 ) of section 4 may resign his oflice by giving notice in 
writing thereof to the Government and shall cease to be a member on 
his resignation being accepted by the Government." ; 

(c ) in sub - section ( 3 ), the words " the Chairman or" shall be 
omitted ; 

(d ) in sub -section (4 ), for the worls The Chairman 
member" , the words " A member " shall be substituted . 

4. Amendment of section 6. - In section 6 of the principal Act, 
for the proviso to sub -section (3 ), the following proviso shall be 
substituted , namely : -- 

" Provided that the period during which the Committee remains 
superseded shall not have the effect of extending the maximum term 
of office of a member nominated clause ( a ) or clause ( e ) of 
sub -section ( 1) of section 4 beyond a period of three years." . 

5. Substitution of new section for section 9. - For section 9 of 
the principal Act, the following section shall be substituted , namely : 

" 9. No member other than Kaimal and Administrator entitled 
to remuneration.- (1 ) The Kaimal shall be entitled to an honorarium 
of six thousand rupees per annum . 

(2 ) No member of the Committee other than the Kaimal or 
the Administrator shall receive or be paid from out of the Temple 
Fund any salary or other remuneration except such travelling or 
daily allowances, if any , as may be prescribed .". 

6. Amendment of section 14. - In section 14 of the principal Act, 
for the words, figures and brackets " Tahsildar or Assistant 
Commissioner of Hindu Religious and Charitable Endowments 
appointed under the Madras Hindu Religious and Charitable Endow 
ments Act, 1951 (Madras Act XIX of 1951)", the words " Deputy 
Tahsildar" shall be substituted . 

7. Amendment of section 16. - In section 16 of the principal Act, 
for the words, figures and brackets Tahsildar or Assistant Commis 
sioner appointed under the Madras Hindu Religious and Charitable 
Enclowments Act, 1951 

(Madras Act XIX of 1951)" , the words 
"Deputy Tahsildar" shall be substituted.

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub 
section (2 ) of section 14 of the Kerala Education Act, 1958 (6 of 1959) 
read with sub -rule (5 ) of rule 1 of Chapter XX of the Kerala Education 
Rules, 1959, it is hereby notified that the management of the said 
school shall be taken over by the Government of Kerala after seven 
days from the date of publication of this notification .

(This does not form part of the notification but is intended to 
indicate its general purport). 

V. V. P. H. S., Palghat is one of the oldest Educational Institutions 
in the State catering to the needs of the pupils of Palghat Town . 
Now the Manager has issued notice stating his intention to close 
down the school with effect from the year 1976-77. The Director 
of Public Instruction has reported that the school situates in the 
centre of the Palghat town having more than 1000 pupils and a 
staff strength of 45. The nearby schools are running under sessional 
system and there is no possibility to admit the whole student 
population in those schools if the closure is effected . Therefore 
Government have decided to take over the management of the 
School. This notification is intended to complete the first step 
towards the implementation of the above decision .

PROSPECTUS FOR 1976-77

The Laboratory Technician Course (Medical) in the Medical College , 
· Trivandrum will commence in November 1976. Twenty- four students will 

be admitted to the Course , out of which 2 seats will be reserved for the 
candidates from Andaman and Nicobar Islands. 

1. Eligibility for admission . - A pass in the Pre-degree examination of 
the Kerala University with medical science group ( Physics, Chemistry and 
Biology or Botany or Zoology as its optional subjects or an equivalent 
examination any other University recognised by the University ofKerala . 

OR 
B. Sc. Degree ( 3 year s course ) of Kerala University or any other 
University recognised by the University of Kerala with Physics, Chemistry or 
Zoology or Botany as main subjects any one or two of these subjects as 
subsidiary subject shall be eligible for admission to the course on condition 
that the candidate has undergone the approved course of study in a recognised 
College in such of pre-professional subjects (Physics, Chemistry and Biology) 
as he had not offered for B.Sc. ( 3 years degree ) course and passed the Pre 
degree examination of Kerala /Calicut University or its equivalent exami 
nation with medical group as optional subjects. 

The seats will be distributed among the Pre-degree and Science Gradu 
ates in the ratio of 3 : 2 . 

2. Age.-- Applicants should have completed 18 years of age on first 
July 1976 and should not be above 21 years of age and should be in sound 
health . ( The upper age limit is relaxed by 3 years in the case of students 
belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and 2 years in the case 
of candidates from other backward Communities .) In the absence of 
sufficient number of candidates within the age limit the applications of 
overaged candidates will also be considered . 

3. Duration . The course of training shall extend over twelve months. 

4. Course of training and examinations. The course of training shall be 
given at the Medical College, Trivandrum . The course consists of training in 
laboratory methods, technique and management in the following 
laboratories: 

Biochemistry, Bacteriology, Parasitology, Chemical Pathology, 
Haematology and Pathology. 
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At the end of the course , an examination will be held with written , 
oral and practical tests in Biochemistry, Pathology and Bacteriology, and 
certificates will be awarded to successful candidates. 50 per centmarks in 
cach of the above three papers is required for a pass. Candidates failing in 
any subject wil have to undergo an additional course at their expense in 
the failed subject and appear for the next_examination . They will be 
qualified for appointment as Laboratory Technicians/Assistants in the 
Medical Colleges, Public Health Laboratories, Hospitals and other Medical 
Institutions. 

5. Fees. - A tuition fee of Rs. 120 per annum will be levied for the 
course . 

6. Application form . - Application formscan be had from the Principal, 
Medical Cllege, Trivandrum on payment of Rs. 5 toward , the cost at the 
Office counter. Applicants desiring to have the form ] sent to them by post 
shou d remit Rs. 7 for each application form by money order . Money 
orders which do not contain in the money order coupon the full address 
of the candidate and the course for which the application form is required 
will not be accepted . Postal orders will not be accepted . This amount 
is not refundable . 

37. How andwhen lo apply . - Application forms correctly filled together 
with the following documents should reach the Principal, Medical College , 
Trivandum - 11 before 5pm. on 30-6-1976 . Late applications will not 
be considered . 

(i) Truc copy of the mark list of qualifying examination (Pre 

Degree mark list ) . 
(ii) B.Sc. marka list or course certificate in the case of applicants 

who bave completed degree course in Science. 
(iü ) Treasury chalan from any State Treasury in the Kerala State 

for Rs. 5 (Rupees five ) only credited to the Government of 
Kerala under the Head " 080-A-(a ) 1- Medical College , 
Trivandrum " . This amount will not be refunded in the case 
of those who fail to get admission ( Scheduled Castes, Sche 
duled Tribes and Kudumbi Students are exempted from 

payment of registration fee ) . 
( iv ) True copies of two recent conduct and character certificates of 

which one is to be from the Principal of the College in which 
the candidate studied last . This should also mention the 

candidate s excellence, if any in extra curricular activities. 
(v) Certificate of physical fitness in the prescribed form 
( vi) True copy of the certificate to prove the date of birth . 
(vii ) Transfer certificate (this should be produced at the time of 

admission) . 
(viii) Certificate of community obtaiacd from an officer hot below 

the rank of a Tahsildar (in the case of Scheduled Castes, Sche 
duled Tribes and Other Backward Communities) . Candidates

belonging to other Backward Communities should also produce 
an income certificate from Tahsildar showing the income of 
the family. Those whose family income exceeds Rs. 10,000 

per annum is not eligible to be considered uader reservation . 
N. B. - The original need be produced only at the time of interview or 

when called for . 
Applications with the prescribed documents should be sent by registered 
post to the PrincipalMedical College, Trivandrum 11 in the envelope attached . 
Applications sub nitted with certificate defective or incomplete will be rejec 
ted . No application will be received in person in the College Office except 
on the last date for the submission ofapplication . The envelope shuuld be 
superscribed " application for C. R. A. Course" . 

8. Date of joining.-- Selected candidates should join the cour:o on uhc 
date which will be notified .
